Illegal Aliens Stated To Be A Massive Problem 


An unstemmed flow of illegal 
aliens in to the United States, if 
allowed to continue, could create an 
economic crisis of giant proportions, 
Joseph Sureck, Los Angeles 
Immigration and _ Naturalization 
Director warned in Orange County 
last week. 

‘‘No other country in the world 
permits anything like this,’’ Sureck 
told a capacity crowd filling the 
Westminister City Hall, referring to 
the numbers of aliens who come 
across the border illegally from 
Mexico. 


‘The illegal alien problem in 
California has been referred to as an 
ever increasing tidal wave, mount- 
ing to a virtual avalanche.”’ 

‘There is not a more serious or 
more controversial issue in this 
country today than what to do with 
the millions of aliens who are in the 
United States in an unlawful status 
and are continuing to enter each day 
in| massive numbers,’’ Sureck 
admonished. 

Sureck estimated that there are 
probably 8 million illegal aliens in 
the United States at the present 


time. ‘‘Five million come _ into 
Mexico or south of the border and 
three million from countries in other 
parts of the world,’’ he stated. 

“I estimate that there are two 
million illegal aliens in California 
and one and a half million in 
southern California,’’ he told the 
large audience. 

The meeting arranged by the 
Orange County Human Relations 
Commission, presented a_ panel 
including Sureck, Congressman 
Jerry Patterson (a former City 
Attorney for Placentia) and Gary 


Manulkin, an immigration attorney. 

Questions from the audience 
following the presentations and 
rebuttals indicated a general 
disenchantment with legislation 
now pending in Washington to 
penalize United States employers 
who knowingly hire illegal aliens. 

Congressman Patterson told the 
group: ‘‘I hope to go away from this 
meeting with a better perspective on 
what people feel and want on this 
very, very controversial and 
complex matter.”’ 

‘‘We all recognize that there is a 


problem regarding illegal aliens. 
some of us_ have different 
approaches. ..different attitudes 
and...different experiences.’ 

Patterson explained the pending 
bills before Congress and _ the 
penalties that would be levied 
against employers who knowingly 
broke the law. He also outlined the 
amnesty provisions which would 
forgive illegal aliens living in the 
country since 1968 their illegal 
status as well as all members of their 
families.

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9 Shot; 7 Dead At Cal State

A massacre, unparalleled in 
Orange County history left nine 
persons dead or dying in an early 
morning shooting rampage which 
disturbed the usually austere quiet 
of the library on the campus at 
California State University, Fuller- 
ton. 

The victims, all employees of the 
university, in a variety of capacities 
were seven dead and two in stable 
condition Tuesday after being listed 


as extremely critical. 

In custody of Fullerton police and 
booked on suspicion of murder was 
Edward Charles Allaway, 37, a 
library custodian at the university. 
Allaway was reportedly apprehend- 
ed five miles away from the scene at 
the Hilton Inn on Raymond Avenue, 
Fullerton, after he called police and 
told them to come and pick him up. 

Fullerton police authorities were 
offering few details on the shooting,

A heavy use of the Bradford 
House may not be compatible with 
the residential areas around it, it 
was indicated this week as a final 
thrust was being organized to find 
viable uses for the heritage home 
and money to support them. 

The house has been in limbo 
since a popular vote indicated more 
people don’t than do want tax money 
used to support and maintain the 
home which was built by Albert S. 
Bradford, the founder of the city of 
Placentia. 

A final verdict on the house’s fate 
should be forthcoming by Septem- 
a deadline set by the 
Placentia City Council, whose 
members discussed the home at 
both Tuesday and Thursday night 
meetings. 

A Blue Ribbon citizens committee 
received council approval starting 
with names submitted by Clairee 
(Mrs. John) Tynes, a proponent of 
saving the home. There was some 
complaint expressed concerning 
some of the nominees living outside 
the city and therefore not being 
subject to city pressures and 
taxation load. 

Names submitted to date besides 
Mrs. Tynes, whose name was added 
by the council, include Sue Fenwick, 
Placentia, president of the Associ- 


ated Students at Fullerton College; 
Georgette Price, Placentia, commu- 
nity leader; Monty Holst, Placentia, 
insurance agent; Leonard Rodgers, 
vice president, Century Federal 
Savings and Loan; Marty Press, 
Placentia, community leader; Claris 
Jones, community leader, Fullerton; 
Sylvia Hoskins, Placentia, president 
of the Placentia Founder's Society; 
Mary Bette, branch manager, 
Fullerton Savings and Loan; Charles

Streets Change 
In Traffic Flow 


Yorba Linda Boulevard in 
Placentia, may reached its 
saturation point with users either car 
pooling or looking for other ways to 
go, the city’s annual traffic flow 
survey indicates this week. 

The boulevard which has been the 
city’s main east-west artery, 
appears to be leveling off in its heavy 
use with slight increases showing on 
Bastanchury Road. 

Heavier traffic flow is also evident 
on Chapman Avenue, carrying 
through the extension to Orange- 
thorpe Avenue and on eastward 
where figures show an upswing of 
vehicles.

Previous Orangethorpe _ traffic 
going west of the present Chapman 
Avenue extension, apparently is 
now diverting to Chapman. 

Also losing vehicles noticeably is 
Crowther Avenue, east of Bradford 
Avenue, which somewhat parallels 
to Chapman Avenue extension. 

Changes along Placentia Avenue 
vary slightly and may be accounted 
for by heavier use of the S7 Freeway 
nearby, the survey points out. 

Uses along both Kraemer 
Boulevard and Rose Drive show 
intermittent changes, none tremen- 
dously larger.

Council Denies Medical 
Center Parking Cut 


An appeal to deny granting a 
reduction in parking spaces for a 
new medical building cn Yorba 
Linda Boulevard, east of the 
Stonewood Shopping Center was 
upheld Tuesday night by Placentia 
City Council members, but the effort 
of the builder may result in a change 
in the city’s parking ordinances. 

A petition by Dr. Maurice S. 
Nadridge to reduce the number of 
parking slots required for a new 
medical facility was supported by 
the city’s planning commission. The 
doctor, who is chief of staff at 
Placentia-Linda Community Hospi- 
tal, had sought to reduce the number 
required from 8 per 1,000 gross 
square feet of construction to 6 per 
1,000 net square feet of building. 

The original petition was based on 
the fact that variances had been 
allowed before for medical buildings 
and that parking lots are not 
overcrowded. 

The city planning staff disagreed 
to some extent with the report and 


has suggested that the planning 
commission consider changing the 
city’s requirements for medical 
facilities from 8 parking spaces: per 
1,000 gross square feet to 6.5 per 


gross 1,000 square feet size of 
building. 
The city council denied Dr. 


Nadridge’s request on the basis that 
there was insufficient evidence of 
uniqueness to justify the petition for 
such a reduction in parking. 

Property owners from Sherwood 
Village, which lies adjacent to the 
area proposed for the medical 
facility, reported shortage of 
parking space among their homes. 

Councilman Donald Holt also 
stated that he believed there was 
some shortage of parking evident at 
medical buildings where parking 
space variances have been granted 
in the past. 


Proposed plans for the new 
medical facility include 32,000 
square feet of structure, Dr.

So 
the worst of our money crisis is over 
(hopefully). In the fall, I hope to 
get-on part time somewhere in 


North Orange County but I never 
know how my health will be two or 
three months in the future. If 
medicine were a sure cure I'd be well 
by now. I’m taking 15 pills a day. 
As you know my spinal cord was 
removed in surgery and each night I 
fall asleep is supposed to be my last. 
But it has been 35 months now and 
no one cares to predict apymore. 
Social Security disability pensions 
are adequate only if landlords and 
grocers don’t gouge and doctors and 
druggists go easy as well. Today for 
some reason landlords and grocers 
do gouge and medical costs are 
going up higher than any other 
service cost. For us, last week, the 
Elks Lodge provided the margin of 
life. Again, thanks very much.

have made no progress and have no 
suspects or witnesses at this time. 
Electrical wiring outside the house 
also was causing some concern. 

Conjecture on saving the home, is 
that if it can be declared a historical 
monument, monies may _ be 
forthcoming from county, state, or 
federal levels. The Placentia City 
Council has found it expedient to 
cover the vintage home with fire 
insurance at the cost of $3,000 a 
year, a stiff premium because the 
house is unoccupied. 

Mayor George De Jesus declared: 
‘‘We are making one big last 
thrust,’’ on behalf of the house and 
pointed out that the city is running 
out of time. 


The city council at its Thursday 
night meeting, however, appeared 
to be united in efforts to save the 
home. Councilman Jack Gomez 
added: ‘‘There is still a lot of interest 
in saving the house. If there is that 
much interest, then it’s up to the 
committee to find out once and 
for all personal or private finances to 
keep that house up.”’ 

The city’s Recreation and Parks 
Commission in November voted that 
a passive park should be developed 
on the grounds of the home, which 
along with the house were given to 
the citizens of Placentia by members 
of the Bradford family. The vote was 
that the house either be demolished 
or removed and the park completed. 


Traffic Survey 
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near the old City Hall and post office 
continues to lose traffic flow with 
about a 25 per cent decrease from 
last year.

Avenue: 8,500 a day north of 
Orangethorpe Avenue to 11,000 a 
day south of Bastanchury Road; 
Bradford Avenue runs from 3,000 a 
day south of Chapman Avenue to 
8,000 south of Yorba Linda 
Boulevard. Vehicles on Kraemer 
Boulevard stretch from 6,000 a day 
south of Golden Avenue to 13,000 a 
day south of Orangethorpe and 
Valencia Avenue varies trom 3,500 a 
day north of Golden Avenue to 7,000 
north of Yorba Linda Boulevard. 
Rose Drive traffic was counted from 
5,500 north of Bastanchury Road to 
12,000 between Palm Drive and 
Orangethorpe Avenue.

A national Drum and Bugle Corps 
Show, in connection with Placentia’s 


Bicentennial and City Birthday 
celebrations, will be held here

Involving 1,200 teenagers who 
have been on a 8,000 mile national 
tour, the show will be hosted by the 
Orange County based Squires and 
will make their only Orange County 


appearance in Placentia. The groups 
have appeared in 27 cities across the 
nation. 

Titled Knight Music, the show 
will include beside the Squires, the 
Velvet Knights, the LA Chinese 
Corps and other groups from as far 
away as Montana and Canada. 

Show time is set for 7 p.m. Tickets 
are $2 for adults and $1 for children 
and students. Tickets are available 
at Placentia City Hall. 


Tri-City Park 
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Planned in the first phase is an 
attractive rest room facility which 
architects encouraged the authority 
to keep at high quality because of its 
permanence; the major large lake 
and a smaller lake with an island in 
between; a stream for beauty and for 
youngsters to play in; and a variety 
of basics such as demolition, rough 
grading, turfing, walkways and 
utilities. 

Some alternates that may be 
available in phase one, depending 
on the amount of the bids received 
include, streams 2 and 3; an entry 
control building and sign; fishing 
wharf with boulders; a footbridge on 
one road; miscellaneous park 
equipment and others. 

Phase one has been estimated at 
$408,000 and the additional items 
hoped for could add another 
$97,000. 

Descriptions by architect Paul at 
the Wednesday meeting included 
the mechanics of the two lakes with a 
system of pumping, a_ two-foot 
waterfall under a road bridge and 
streams which will constantly move 
the water betwen the two lakes 
keeping the water fresh and 
aereated. 

The south bank of the major lake 
will be planted with reeds, willows 
and trees in an effort to keep human 
users of the park away and provide a 
small area to shelter ground 
squirrels, rabbits and other small 
animals as well as provide a spawing 
space for fish. The other parts of the 
lake and grounds will be completely 
active and an orange orchard will be 
left intact. 

Features of interest to park 
authority members included poss- 
ible vandalproof fixtures in rest 


rooms and their cost; trees, 
plantings and turf; a fording area 
over which cars will pass and a 
waterfall will flow underneath; 
fishing wharfs; picnic areas; lighting 
which will be fastened in trees, anda 
possible watering facility for dogs. 

Concern also was shown over 
possible competition for space in a 
park parking lot which borders and 
now serves Placentias athletic fields 
at Tuffree Park. 

A planned 300-foot stream will 
start with water gushing from the 
ground like a spring; the lakes will 
contain 80 acre feet of water and will 
take 56 days to fill from a three-inch 
water line and the waterfall will 
circulate 1,500 gallons of water a 
minute, the architecture _ staff 
revealed. 

J. Harlan Glenn and Associates of 
Orange, who will construct the lakes 
reported that 4 million gallons of 
effluent water a day may be 
available to the park authority from 
Pacific Intrapak, a Brea _ food 
processing development expected to 
be completed around January, 1978. 
The food complex is located near 
Kraemer Boulevard and Imperial 
Highway. 

Members of the authority include 
Placentia Mayor George De Jesus, 
chairman and Placentia City 
Treasurer Robert Lyons; Wesley 
Smith, Fullerton, vice chairman and 
Councilwoman’ Frances Wood, 
Fullerton; Councilman Sal Gam- 
bina, Brea and Gene Leyton and 
from Orange County, Thomas 
Collins. 

The next authority meeting will be 
held at 7 p.m., Wednesday, August 
4 at the Brea City Hall and is open to 
the public.

Employees at the university 
report that the assailant, carrying 
the rifle entered the library 
basement through the instructional 
media center where the slaughter 
began. Some individuals reported 
that they were passed by the 
gunman as others were fatally 
wounded in a barrage of shots. 

Conjecture was that marital 
problems may have been involved in 
the unprecedented shootings. Alla- 
way, reportedly left the campus and 
drove to the Hilton Inn, where his 
estranged wife is employed as a 
catering waitress. The shootings 
had occurred just before 9 a.m. in 
the morning. 

Also on campus at the time, which 
may have been responsible for an 
unprecedented number of press in 
the area, including television 
cameras, was the advent of the Los 
Angeles Rams, who use the school 
grounds as a training camp. The 
Rams were initiating their training 
sessions on campus about a block 
away. 

‘The whole campus is in shock,”’ 
one employee stated, ‘‘It is hard to 


comprehend anything like this 
happening here. We still can’t 
believe it.’’ 


Dr. Donald Shields, president of 
the university, has issued a 
statement deploring ‘‘the senseless 
tragedy’’ and expressing extreme 
grief for those slain and condolences 
to the families of the victims. 


Illegal Aliens 
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Surek decried a general apathy on 
the subject of illegal aliens in this 
country and pointed out that ‘‘for 
every illegal we locate, we estimate 
there are five or six illegals we have 
not located.”’ 

‘‘There are no countries in the 
world that do not have control on the 
quantity or quality of people that 
may enter their borders,’’ Surek 
continued. ‘‘Mexico has _— such 
control. Canada has such control. 
Almost any country that has a 
standard of living has control. 

‘‘These controls are necessary to 
protect our labor market, for proper 
balance in our housing, schools and 
medical facilities and to save you the 
taxpayers the cost that is generated 
by public welfare assistance and 
unemployment compensation. 
There are more people here than we 
have jobs for.”’ 

Sureck estimated that there is 40 
to SO per cent unemployment in 
Mexico and the standard of living is 
low. ; 

‘We may already have waited too 
long. The problem worsens each 
day. Mexico with its almost 50 per 
cent unemployment rate, hada labor 
force of ten million in 1970 and at the 


present rate of population increase it 
will be 30 million by 1985.”’ 

Attorney Manulkin advised: ‘‘We 
give monies to all the other people of 
the world, but we can’t give to the 
people in our midst. Let’s take that 
$500 million a year or $100 million 
and make loans to Mexico for 
industrial purposes. Lets help these 
people who are attracted to the 
United States like a magnet because 
they need food, they need clothing, 
they need basic necessities for their 
families and they need jobs.”’ 

The illegal alien problem which 
was brought to public attention in 
Placentia a year and a half ago, 
resulted in a _ resolution being 
forwarded to the Orange County 
chapter of the League of California 
Cities. 

Crowds at that time grew at public 
hearings at League meetings on the 
matter that outnumbered League 
members. The resolution was then 
sent to committee for rewording and 
apparently has not since been 
brought back to the general 
organization membership. 

Several residents of Placentia 
attended the three-hour Westmin- 
ster meeting Thursday and at least 
one person contributed comments.

Northern California water 
used to replenish Orange 
County’ S groundwater ba- 
sin will be reduced by about 
50 percent for the last half of 
1976 due to increased water 
needs in other parts of the 
State. 

Dennis MacLain, general 
manager of the Municipal 
Water District of Orange 
County, said Orange Coun- 
ty will have ample supplies 
of imported water for 
domestic, industrial and 
agricultural needs. 

MacLain said the reduc- 
tion of groundwater replen- 
ishment supplies _ repre- 
sents a temporary cutback 
of surplus water only, and 
that we do not face a water 
shortage. 

The current interruption 
of groundwater replenish- 
mer@ should be in effect 
only Wntil the start of 1977, 
when The Metropolitan 
Water District of Southern 
California (MWD), which 
wholesales water to the 
Municipal Water District of 
Orange County, is expected 
to have enough surplus 
water to increase replenish- 
ment deliveries to Orange 
County. 

“Water for replenish- 
ment of the basin is an 
interruptable supply. As 
such it is less expensive, 
and thereby benefits 
Orange County water u- 
sers,’’ said MacLain. 

“Interruption of ground- 
water deliveries is not 
abnormal, and it’s import- 
ant that the public does not 
misinterpret the temporary 
reduction of surplus water

Agricultural 
Tour 


[This is the second 
installment of an article 
written by Kay Starr on the 
recent agricultural tour she 
took with other members of 
the Orange County Farm 
Bureau. Editor] 

Mr. Burt explained that 
they would like to expand 
their tomato cannery pro- 
duction by increasing the 
3,000 acres of tomatoes 
grown in Orange County, to 
grow them somewhere else 
would mean trucking to 
Fullerton at an increased 
cost which would make it 
more difficult to compete in 
the market place. The 
Fullerton tomato cannery is 
the largest in the world and 
employs 1,000 people year 
round. We also received 
recipe booklets. 

On Beach Boulevard in 
Buena Park, across from 
Wax Museum, is located 
the oldest avocado tree in 
Orange County. We turned 
toward Western Avenue 
under the power lines was a 
Christmas tree farm on one 
side of the street and a 
container nursery on the 
other side. 

The use of waste land 
under the power lines by 
nurseries, Christmas tree 
farms and citrus is the best 
and highest use of the land. 
A green belt with a park-like 
atmosphere, the projects 
under the power lines 
cleanse the air while the 
industries contribute sup- 
port to the cities in which 
they operate. 

Along Valley View and 
Katella Avenues large 
fields of strawberries and 
lima beans are growing. 
The area around Orange 
County airport used to be 
nothing but lima beans, the 
soil is particularly suited to 
growing this plant. 

A question came up while 
we were viewing these 
fields. Do plants know the 
difference between chemi- 
cal fertilizers and organic 
fertilizers? No, they take in 
the nutrients they need, 
however, a bonus _ is 
available in the organic 
fertilizer for fiber is added 
to the soil to loosen it and 
other trace elements are 
present. 

As we moved along the 
freeway, we all took time to 
ponder the number of allied 
products contingent upon 
agriculture such as contai- 


ners, packaging, boxes, 
fertilizers, pesticides, 
trucking, machinery and 


the list goes on. 

As we turned the corner 
at Euclid and Edinger 
Streets we saw the Mile 
Square park, located on an 
airport site of World War II. 
Another comment was 
made about the newest 
commodity, worm raising. 

More homes have a 
backyard worm bin than are 
known. Research is finding 
more and more use for the 
worms’ for other than 
fishing. 

Pole tomatoes, corn, and 
bush KY beans flourished 
on the road south along the 


old Warner Ranch’ on 
Harbor in Costa Mesa, and 
along Fair View and 


Sunflower Streets fields of 
vegetables, some ready for 
harvest were visible. 
Cabbage growing at 
South Coast Plaza, as well 
as cannery tomatoes, on- 
ions, bell peppers which are 
grown under caps to get 
them started for a jump on 
the competing markets. 
We heard about the 
tomato hafvester, which is 


like a small factory with 
15-18 people on it. An 
electronic harvester has 


been perfected which uses 
only three people, however 
the cost is about double; 
about $65,000 for the old 
style and $110,000 for the 
electronic machine. 

Lewis Proctor explained 
about the development of 
the asparagus crop, a $2 
million industry on 1,400 
acres. Some fields are low 
yield, about 12 years old, 
ready to be pulled out, and 
new crowns planted. 

The first year the plant 
just grows and ferns, the 
second year the plant is cut 
lightly, then the third year 
and from then on the plant 
is harvested daily from late 
January or early February 
as long as the weather is 
compatible. The cutting is 
all hand work. 

Along Culver Drive, 
wedged between the new 
housing developments are 
fields of pole beans, citrus, 
bush tomatoes, corn and 
chili peppers (that go into 
making chili powder). One 
of the housing develop- 
ments has a man made lake. 

We crossed El Toro 
Marine Base on a dirt road, 
passing by barley, pole 
tomatoes, and a new crop, 
turf. In three to five years 
these fields will be covered 
with industrial complexes. 
Cal-Turf moved down from 
Oxnard to grow hybrid 
bermuda and dichondra. 

A stripper harvests the 
mat slicing about 1/4 inch of 
soil with each roll of turf. A 
plastic mesh covers the area 
and the grass grows 
through the mesh, making 
it easier to retain a roll. 
Looks like giant cinnamon 
rolls, before being sliced. 

As we wandered around 
the marine base, we saw old 
grapefruit trees and tur- 
nips, new plantings of 
avocado and lemons behind 
the South Coast Field 
Station. The new plantings 
are under drip irrigation, 
more efficient way of 
irrigation. 

At the end of Irvine 
Boulevard is located Dem- 
ler Egg Ranch. About 1/3 of 
the chick production for the 
state is done by Demler 
Ranch. 


Along Irvine Boulevard, 
near San Canyon Road are 
peppers, onion, corn, car- 
rots, strawberries, aspara- 
gus, and _ Irvine-Valencia 
Packing house and vege- 
table shed. A modern trailer 
park provides housing for 
Irvine Ranch employees. 

We disembarked from 
our bus at 3 p.m. just in time 
for a real old-fashioned 
barbeque. A marachi band 
provided background music 
for our dining in the garden 
area of the ranch headquar- 
ters. The finale was the 
drawing for the different 
commodities on display.

Yorba _Linda’s Little 
League had a_ unique 
happening this year. A 


woman managed a team 
and that team captured the 
championship in the A 
division. The American 
League West 1976 Rangers 
were managed by Peg 
Tompkins and coached by 
Ed McGinnis.
